This acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS), dated and received July 3, 2012, and seeking all 
documents mentioning Z Backscatter Vans or "ZBVs," including ZBV S-Class, ZBV C-Class, 
and ZBV R-Class models, produced by American Science and Engineering of Billerica, 
Massachusetts. 

After a careful review of your FOIA request, we determined that your request, as written, is not 
reasonably described, as it does not specifically identify the records which you are seeking with 
enough detail to enable employees who are familiar with the subject area to locate records 
without placing an unreasonable burden upon the agency. In addition to the information 
provided, your request description should include the specific DHS contract numbers of interest .

The FPDS allows for anyone to register and access records pertaining to ' 
all federal agency procurement actions, including the ability to run a variety of reports based on 
specified criteria.
